This Ordinance may be cited as I he White Phosphorus 
Prohibition Ordinance. 1925. 


Sliort title*. 


2. For I lie purposes ol Ihis Ordinance lhe expression iMimimii 
“white phosphorus" means the substance usually known as 
White or Yellow Phosphorus. 


,‘t. cl) No person shall make or cause In be triad* 
ma lobes in tin* making of which while phosphorus i> used. 


(2) The occupier of any factory in which the 
manufacture of matches is carried on shall at any lime allow 
any police officer, or any other officer authorised by the High 
Commissioner in that behalf, to take lor analysis sufficient 
samples of any material in use or mixed for use. Provided 
that the occupier may. at any time when the sample is taken, 
and on providing the necessary appliances, require such police 
oi* other officer to divide the sample so taken into two parts and 
to mark, seal and deliver to him one pari.

5. Anv person who contravenes I lie provisions ol Ihis Penalti** 
Ordinance shall he punishable with a line not exceeding £K. 20: 
and all white phosphorus or materials containing white phosphorus 
or matches made with white phosphorus found in the posses¬ 
sion or under the control of any such person may he seized 
by any Police Officer and may be forfeited or* destroyed by 
order of the Court convicting the offender.
